“The idea is to raise the re 
tirement age to 70 and we are 
encouraging insurance com- 
panies and firms with-pension 
schemes to take the same line,” 
he stressed.

When a parent is so unreasonable that he will not discuss a 
|\problem affecting his child’s happiness, the time has come for 
joutside help. That is the advice I am giving this girl: 


(Q) “I am 15 years old and a sophomore in 
|high school. I have the serious problem of not 
being allowed to have girl friends come to my 
jhouse or to go out on dates with boys. the 
|} trouble is not with my mother but with my 
| dad. He says he doesn't want anything to hap- 
pen to me. I can sit down and talk over this 
problem with Mom and she is very under- 
standing, but Dad isn’t. How should I approach 
}Dad to show him that he isn’t doing-me any 
good in stopping my social life?”- 
(A) If your father is so unreasonable about 
your doing the things other girls your age do, Hurtock 
I question very much whether anything you said or did would
